The target date for taking into custody all heroin, crude narcotics 
and semi-processed narcotics in Japan was 15 December 1945. Reports from 
the Sixth end Bighth Armies on the progress made with the seizures will 
be published in this bulletin when received. 

A momorandum wes issued to the Japanese Government ordering them to 
submit a report on vertinent facts concerning the violation of the memor- 
andum nrehiti ting Vee oueafacture af eeracties, Tho Jopenase Government 
wes directed to nominate, for approval by this hoedquarters, cight pharma— 
ceuticel wholesale houses in Japen to reccive custody of certain Jepenese 
military nercotic stocks now in the custody of the Sixth and Eighth Armies.
